PEN PORTRAITS 


Of the Law: Makers of the State of 
Nevada, 

HON, E. P. HARDESTY, 
Democratic Senator from Elko 
county, is now in his 64th year. 
He is the tallest man in the body— 
standing six foot four inches in bis 
stocking feet. He is often mistaken 
for United States Senator William 
M. Stewart, on account of the strik- 
ing resemblance he bears to him, 
He has gray hair, whiskers and 
moustache, with a large, broad chin, 
which indicates heaps of firtiness 
and deliberation. His ears,I think, 
are larger than those of any gentle- 
man whose profile I have given 
you. The lugs correspond with the 
main formation, and indicate too 
much good nature for their owner’s 
welfar:. He is a native of the State 
which gave usa Henry Clay, nnd 
feels proud of the fact that he 
served in the same regiment in the 
Mexican war that was commanded 
by Colonel Thompson—the Major 
of’ which was Hon. John C. Breck- 
enridge, afterwards Vice-President 
of the United states. He came to 
the Pacific Coast in early days, and 
is looked upon as one of the pio- 
neers. He has sky blue eyes, but 
of a penetrative, good natured, 
music-loving character. His nose 
is very large, indicating thatif he 
had enjoyed the advantages ac- 
corded the youth of the present day, 
he would have figured conspicu- 
ously in political circles. His chin, 
though covered, as I sa‘d before, by 
heavy gray whiskers, convinces me 
that be never turned back in bis 
life. Revolution in his country 
would find him on the side of his 
neighbors, notwithstanding his ex- 
traordinary love of country, and 
therein lies the respect shown him 
by his colleagues. He is married, 
and his lovely wife, with her niece, 
Miss Louise Humphreys, accoim- 
pany him at the present session of 
the Levislature. On the whole, he 
is a genial, whole-souled gentle- 
man, one not iven to long- 
winded s hes, but, on the con- 
trary, desires to see less laws on the 
statute books of the State and more 
common sense in those that re- 
main. There is one fault in his 
composition which all the laws of 
etiquette or society, not even the 
influences of his good _wife, can 
never destroy, and that is his dis- 
position to make everybody happ 
as weil es himself. He is a hoid- 
over Senator, and as long as Elko 
can claim him she will be well and 
faithfully represented in him. 


HON, H. HARBIS, 


Democratic Senator from Douglas 
county, is pnotonly a patura! born 
statesman, but is the great excep- 
tion to the general rule of this body. 
He sits near the window in the 
northwestern wing of the chamber. 
He is invariably alone. I never 
saw him in consultation with his 
brother Sevators yet. This is a very 
strange character. In height he is 
a little above the average. He has 
dark hair, moustache apd guatee. 
His ears are very large,and lie very 
close to his cranium, indicating 
carefulness, accumulatien; and, in 
consequence of the smallness of the 
lugs, a op epee modicum of gen- 
erosity. is good fellowship de- 
pends entirely upon those with 
whom he assoviates, and nive cases 
out of ten, they will be of his own 
race and nationality. Judging from 
his appearance, I would infer that 
he beiongs to the same family as 
that which made Lord Beaconsfield 
the Prime Minister of the British 
Empire; and no doubt in my mind 
exists, but that the same influences 
sent him to the Senate from Doug- 
las county. He wears glasses, aud, 
characteristic of bis race, endeavors 
to bide behind them hi-+ ulterior 

rposes. That he is honest, 
straightforward, circumspect aud 
diligent, as well as aceumulative 
and economical in his disposition, 
is eusily determined whenever be 
lifts the glasses and his large brown 
eyes cau be seen by the observer. 

is nose indicates the nationality 
whence be spruvg, and gives every 
evidence that be belougs to the 
“wandering tribes of Istael.”” He 
has a broad, high forehead, which, 
added tothe size of bis. nose, both 
of which are intellectual, distinet- 
ively proclaim him to be a man 
who believes that ‘“busiuess is busi- 


ta. | the whcele people is coucerned, and 


on all the small holdings in his im- 
mediate neighborhood—hence his 
wealth and political influences. 


HON. ISAAC GRISWOLD, 


Republican Assemblyman from 
Elko county, is a farmer, and al- 
though only in his 36th year, has 
been eminently successful in his 
calling. He is a uative of Illinois, 
where he first imbibed that love for 
agricultural pursuits which has en- 
abled him to rise to prominence in 
this glorious climate of Nevada. 
His hair is dark and thick, while 
his moustache is of a dark brown 
color. His eye-brows are larger 
than the average and cover a pair 
of keen brown eyes that flash from 
one side of the chamber to the other 
with a quickness not recoguizable 
in many of his colleagues. His 
nose is large and of the straight 
American type with fair Grecian 
base, implying care, watchfulness, 
economy and a fair share of good 
nature. Hisears are large, but the 
lugs aresmall and plaimy tell the 
observer that he whose head they 
adorn knows his own business best. 
His chin is broad but pointed, and 
possibly sometimes permits its 
owner to become a little yacillat- 
ing. However, his perce tion is 
very large and comes to his reseue 
in all matters of trade and politics. 
He is naturally of a confiding dis- 
position, and when once deceived, 
will be just as unforgiving as he is 
tolerant. In this body he has been 
quiet, rather preferring to learn the 
‘“‘ways that are dark and the tricks 
that are vain,’’ than to participate 
in their promulgation. Towards 
the cloee of the session be cast aside 
his native modesty and branched 
out with the rest of his eolleagues 
in discussion. He speaks very de- 
liberately and to the point, but 
takes care not to wrestle with prop- 
ositions in which be or his imme- 
diate constituency are not particu- 
larly interested, and in that he ex- 
hibits good horse sense. He is still 
single, but from actual observa- 
tions I would not be at all surprised 
to see him come down as the As- 
semblyman of old, on the fold of 
Reno, and, Lochiel-like, flee to the 
shady groves of his lovely farm in 
Elko county with one of her fairest f 
daughters. After them I can only 
request that you cast, with a ‘God 
bless you,’’ the editorial slipper. 


HON. SAMUEL J. BEEBEE, 


Republican Assemblyman from 
Eureka county,is of average height, 
well built and hefty. He is a na- 
tive of that little country which lies 
so contiguous to the United States 
as so! soot’ theGeneral Government 
to give it representation on tle 
floors of Congress, aud to allow it 
to elect a Governor and Legislature 
and control its own affairs just the 
same as all the sovereign States of 
the great sisterhood, and some- 
times name the President of this 
Republic, viz.: New York. His 
eyes are gray-blue, and over them he 
wears glasses. His head is high, 
round and broad. There is no ques- 
tion but that had he enjoyed educa- 
tienal advantages in his youth, 
such as the boys of the present gen- 
eration are blessed with, his love of 
adventure would have been checked 
by the cultivation which would 
have ensued. As it is I would 
take him now to be a man of good, 
stroug horse sense, with a well 
balanced mind and a keen sense of 
right and an appreciation of what 
is just and proper in his dealings 
with his fellow men. He has heaps 
of native grit, and would nut desert 
a friend for love or money. His ears 
are somewhat of the Egan order, de- 
noting good nature and carefulpess, 
His nose is aquiline, and with achin 
that has considerable charucter in 
it, bespeak for their possessor more 
than an ordinary degree of penetra- 
tiveness and sagacity. eis a 
minér by occupation and still single, 
This does not, however, prevent 
him from casting a sly glance occa- 
sionally in the direction of the o 
eee esex. His eye-brows are full, 
arge and dark, while his bair, which 
adorus the sides of a bald bead, 
with bis moustache, is rapidly turn- 
ing gray. He, with bis friend, As- 
semblywan Lyous, of White Pine 
county, notwithstanding the heavy 
pressure t'at was brought to bear 
we him to the contrary, voted for 
on. Thomas Wren for Uuited 
Siates Senator. This did not lower 
bim at all in the estimation of - bis 
ep nor in that of the suc- 
cessful cand date, Senator Stewart. 
Mr. Beebee could pvelther be con- 
vineed or bullduzed inst his con- 
victious, and therein lies the native 
strength of bis character. He ie 
much like Wai. Lawson, M. P., of 
the British Howse of Commons, 
with reference to party lines, wheu 
legislation involving the good of 


can frequently be beard quoting 


generosity nor rsimony. He has 
a firm chin and broad forehead, the 
latter not being very high. Heisa 
very silent member, but always votes 
in accord with the dictates of his con- 
science. Hiseyesare brown, bespeak- 
ing for their possessor Danish ances- 
tors. He is economic, sincere, honest 
and fairly genial in his make-up. He 
is worried end by occupstion an en- 
gineer, and is highly respected by 
those who sent him here. His hon- 
esty never has been questioned, and 
he will return to a county to be 
warmly welcomed by his constituents 
for having done bis duty. 


HON, J. W. POWELL, 


Republican Senator (huldover) from 
Elko county.is the most tireless worker 
in this body. Heisa native of Obio, 
like his colleague Mr. Sharon, and in 
some respects resembles that gentle- 
man, particularly in the formation of 
his chin, yet be isa tall, well-propor- 
tioned gentleman, with broad shoul- 
ders aa deep chest, giving every evi- 
dence of great physical strength. 
Before even attempting a short pen 
portrait of him, I will say, taking him 
only ata glance, that be would have 
secured distinction, either in the med- 
ical or legal profession. He has a 
high, clean, unwrinkled forehead. 
His head is slightly bald, and gives 
the observer an opportupity of reading 
his character not otherwise enjoyed. 
It indicates veneration, sublimity, and 
a high order of intellectuality. Never- 
theless, the eyes tell you at a glance 
that the brain was not furnished with 
that food in youth which wekes men 
great. I think, however, it was not 
the fault of parental management so 
much as the early dispusition of the 
subject of this sketch to see the world. 
Adventure, eagerness to know the 
why and wherefore of everything 
engendered a spirit of speculation and 
hence the schovl-house had few 
charms for him, To-day he is verging 
on 50 years and no doubt will recog- 
nize the truth of these reflections. 
Nevertheless, many men have oneen 
less successful in life. Heis married, 
and domesticated, I should judge, 
finding more pleasure in the family 
circle than in the Senate chamber. 
He wears a heavy, dark-brown mous- 
tache, and has smail eye-brows, which 
barely cover very large perceptive 
faculties, There is no question but 
that he is one of the clearest-headed 
men in this body. His activity and 
attention go hand in hand together,and 
on the floor very few can compete 
with him in debate—vot that he he is 
a fluent speaker, but becaus» on every 
question he rises to speak to he is 
clear, concise and logical. His nose is 
of the Grecian order with broad base, 
underneath which lies a firm chin, 
bespeaking determination and posi- 
tiveness. His ears stand out promi- 
nently,and give you distinctly to un- 
derstand that,very littie worthy of his 
attention passes him unnoticed. Hoe, 
I think, is a good man to tieto. Con- 
sclentiousnes+, fearless, adherenve to 
principleand a love for the institutions 
vf his country are the main traits of 
his character. Generosily is not a 
stranger to him, though I would judge 
in exercising his disposition under its 
influence he is given largely to inves- 
tigation of the object who seeks the 
benefit of it. In other words, he is not 
looking around to fiud some worthy 
object on whom to bestow his surplus 
cash. He 1s, to all appearances, an 
Obio man io the full acceptation of 
the term—thrifty, economical and 
sincere, and Eiko coufty cannot do 
better at the next election than to 
reiurn this siraightforward, intelligent 
miner back to the Senate, as her in- 
terests will be safe in his custodian- 
ship. He was recentiy married to a 
young lady from his native State. 

HON. C. 0. STEVENSON, 
Republican Governor of the State of 
Nevada, is une of the most striking 
characters tm this State. L'eis a tall, 
handsome man. He stands fully six 
feet high and is built in propertion. 
Positiveness seeins to be the principal 
characteristic of his make-up. He, 
though I never saw her, [ think not 
only takes after but looks like his 
mother, who must have been a lady 
ofa very strong mind. This conclu- 
sion I arrived at by the formation of 
his shoulders, strange as it may seem. 
Economy, discretion and cautiousness 
mark all his transactions, and these 
traits were transmitted from a large- 
brained, vareful mother. It is sin- 
gularly observed by many unthinking 
minds: “How 1s it thatthe sons of 
some mothers rive to distinction, while 
those of others go down the dark lane 
to a life that we would not like to pic- 
ture in print?” ‘there is nothing 
strange inthis atall. The early infla- 
ences are the leading factors in afver 
life, and go tar towards making up 
eituer the man or the woman of the 
future. This family of Steveusons 
come from the State of New York, and 
one of tu+ sons has been a leading 
member of the Canadian House of 
Parliament, and to-day the other is 
the Governor of the Territory of Idaho, 
having been appoluted to that exalted 
position by President Cleveland on 
accuunt of bis unswerving adherence 
10 Democratic principles and his in- 
corruptible integrity of character, 
while the subject of this sketch is the 
choice of the Republican rs of 
this sovereign State, to preside over 
its destinies as its first citizen for the 
next four years. He has light-brown 
eyes, which in youth, I think, were 
quite dark. He wears giasses, a fact I 


hair adorns his cheeks. On his chin 

he wears neatly -trimmed gray 
whiskers and it covers a broad area of 
firmness and determination. He 

never identified himself ia pol- 
tics to any considerable extent before 
the last election; and then he did not 

strenuousiy seek the high honor that 

his fellow citizens have conferred upon 

him. Now asto his whole make-up, 

I can only say that those who thought 

when he was elected Governor, that 
he would be easily managed, will, if | 
they only read this brief picture care- 
fully, know better bow to approach 

bim. He is blessed wit all 
that is desirable in this world’s 

goods,and no inducement, however 
great,will cause him to swerve in the 

least from bis path of duty. His eyes 
indicate carefulness, economy and 
shrewdness. His ears, accumulation 
and attention. His nose, (not stub- 
borness), the nearest approach to it, 

extreme positiveness and’ heaps of so- 

lidity in judgement on matters apper- 

taining to the the good of the common 

people; in otner words, he bas a mind 

ofhisown. Such men are sometimes 

deceived through the implicit vonfi- 

dence they place in their most tried and 

true friends, but never by the designing 

and hypocritical. His chin and cheek- 

bones give bim a character that auy 

man should be proudof. Thereis a 

vein of good humor in him, but the 

glitter and tinsel of life have little in- 

terest for him, as he much prefers the 

solid and more substantial results of 

life’s struggle and believes in provid- 

ing ageinst arainy day. Heis now 

wealthy and his election cost him less 

than any man ever elevated to the of- 

fice he fills su creditably,and when bis 

term expires,like that of his more ver- 

satile brother of Idaho, the people of 
either locality will never have cause 

to complain of their conduct and ad- 

ministration. 


HON. W. E. SHARON, 


Republican Senator of Storey county, 
like his deceased uncle, is a tireless, 
consistent worker in the ranks of the 
ee to which the deceased Senator 
eot so mpch of his lile’s struggle in 
the days when the Republic was in 
danger of dissolution. This young 
gentleman takesa natural pride in the 
achievements of his distinguished 
uncle, and hence gives much of his 
time and attention to the successful 
operations of his party. He is one of 
the most active and sagacious mem- 
bers of the Republican State Execu- 
tive Committee, and with Colonel 
Boyle and Captain Lord contributed 
largely towards the success which 
crowned the committee’s efforts in the 
last campaign. He is of the average 
height, but compactly DLuilt, evidenc- 
ing bis capacity to unde. go considera- 
ble exposure to the weather. His 
hair is rather of the blonde order; 
while his moustache is unmistakably 
so. He hasa large receding forebead 
and penetrating pair of grey-blue eyes, 
eyes, that a giance take in every situ- 
aition deemed worthy of their owner’s 
consideration. I would iofer that 
cauliousness, confidence and economy 
are combined in him, as reflected in 
his active, ever bright and restless 
eyes. His nose is of the straight 
American type with just enough of 
the Roman in it, to tell you plainly 
that courage, foresight and specula- 
tion and concentration lie close behind 
it. He hasa receding, though rather 
broad chin, indicating a di-~position, 
notwithstanding his native firmness, 
a desire for consultation before em- 
barking in any enterprise involving 
the expenditure of large sums of 
money. He would have made, had 
he embraced the profession, one of the 
best lawyers in the country, such 
a lawyer as those whuse advice 
gO jartuwer and carry more conviction 
with aclient than the eloquent out- 
burst of the most forensic pleader be- 
fore a court of justice. His ears are 
not large, but round and close to the 
cranium, being in thorough accord 
with the general contour, I unhesi- 
tatingly declare that he is careful, 
shrewd and withal, at times generous, 
while music and intellectual delights 
furnish him pleasure in his leisure 
moments. From his general appear- 
aace I would infer that both philopro- 
genitiveness and inhbabitativeness are 
two strong features of his composition, 
implying fondne«s of home and chil- 
dren and love of country. In this 
body he watches every measure per- 
taining to the future welfare of the 
State; but particularly such as ap- 
ply to the mining interests of Nevada. 
As ® parliamentarian be has had as 
yet, no | psemane J to exhibit his ac- 
quirements beyond the mere presiding 
over the deliberations of the Senate 
while in Committee of the Whole, in 
which position he has acquitted him- 
s lf very creditably. As aspeaker he 
has ~~ little to say, but says that 
litle well. He isa keen observer, not 
demoustrative.but on the contrary ap- 
pears just the same to his brother Sen- 
ators as he does tothe most humble 
miner in the Yellow Jacket mine, and 
will return to Storey as he left, the 
same plain, blunt, unassuming gentle- 
man he has ever been. He is a native 
of Ohio, married. and fills the respon- 
rin position of mining superinten- 
ent,

Execution of a Woman at, 
Herkimer, N. Y. 


A NORTH RIVER’ FIRE 


The Russians Have a New and 
Powerful Explosive. 
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A Doomed Mauarderess. 
Herximer, N. Y. February 28. 

In every pulpit here yesterday al- 
lusion was made to the case of Mrs. 
Druse, who is to be hanged to-day, 
and the hope was generally expressed 
that the proceedings would be averted. 
Mrs Druse passed most of the day in 
tears. She contends that she is in 
reality innocent of the murder of her 
husband. Telegrams have been sent 
from here by the score, requesting the 
Governor to commute her sentence. 
Mrs. Druse on Saturday made her 
will, bequeathing her body to her 
clergywau, Rev. Mr. Powelland her 
cabinet organ to her daughter, Mary, 


who isin the Onondaga penitentiary, 
serving out a life sentence for her par- 
ticipation in her father’s murder. Her 
son, George, hada parting interview 
with ber Saturday and she was much 
affected. Last night service was held 
in her cell by Rev. Mr. Powell, who 
will conduct the funeral services to- 
day. Mrs. Druse has had a simple 
black dress made for the occasion. 
Only the small number of persons al- 
lowed by law will witness the execu- 
tion, which will take place at about 
11 A.M. 

Roxalana Druse, who murdered her 
husband, Geo. Druse, in December, 
1884, was hanged for tbe crime at noon 
to-day. Aflterthe services last even- 
ing, Mrs Druse remained until about 
11:30 when Deputy Sheriff Mannion, 
with Mr. and Mrs. Waterman, the 
death watch, induced her to lie down 
and she bad about an bour’s quiet 
sleep. She awakened with a start, 
and apon arising began to write let- 
ters as calmly as she had at any time 
during ber incarceration. In one of 
these she thanked the Sheriff for bis 
kindness to her and asked that her 
body might be given to her pastor for 
a Christain burial. After writing she 
lay down again and fel jnto 
a doze. She was attacked wih 
hysteria in a violent form and 
it required considerable effort upon 
part of the watchers to arouse and 
calm her. During the night she ate 
one of the heartiest meals she had 
eaten since she wasa prisoner. She 
had about two hours rest after 4 A. o., 
but did not sleep soundly at any time. 
One of her first visitors this morning 
was Superintendent Irving Terry of 
the Onondaga penitentiary, who 
brought a farewell from her daughter 
Mary, who is likewise a prisover. 
This visit bad a most exciting effect 
upon Mrs. Druse. Rev. Dr. Powell 
visited Mrs. Druse about 9 and did all 
in his power to calm and prepare her 
for the awful moment. Beery road 
‘leading into the town was dotted with 
vehicles crowded with fur-coated men, 
and nota few women. The crowd in 
the village increased on the arrival of 
every train, and in spite of the ex- 
treme coll, men, women and children 
stood about the streets surrounding 
the jail. The execution was witnessed 
by 25 persons, including the official-, 
Yesterday morning Mrs, Drase made 
a confession to Dr. Powell, ber 
spiritual adviser, in which she de- 
clared that Charles Gates had insti- 
gated her to commit the murder, and 
says he provided her with the revol- 
ver. She declared that after she fired 
the first shot, Gates fired the three 
succeeding shois from the window. 
She confessed to having cut up her 
busband’s body, and that Gates took 
tbe body away and buried it. She re- 
lated that she killed Druse because he 
had treated her cruelly and brutally. 


An Expensive Blaze. 
New York, Febiuary 28, 

Two lighters filled with cotton, and 
the steamer ‘‘Lone Star,’’ of the Mor- 
gan steamship line, were burned at 
the foot of Charlton street,Nortb river.
